Adm. Frank Hardeman Brum- 
by, 76, a native of Athens, and 
one of the three four-star officers 
in the U. S. Navy at the time of 
his last promotion, died Sunday 
in the Norfolk Naval Hospital at 
Portsmouth, Va., after an illness 
of two weeks, the Associated Press 
reports.

Auto Lights’ Glare 
Takes Heavy Toll 


Millions Also Hurt From 
Headlights on Highways

NEW YORK, July 16—Death dazzle on the highways 
is a grewsome night peril that is reported increasing through- 
out the country. Althgugh palliative measures have beén 
suggested and tested to rid the roads of glare from: motor 
vehicle headlights and preventative results have been negli- 


gible. 

These conclusions are based on| 
data compiled from _ reports of 
State officials, safety agencies and 
motoring organizations. All em- 
phasized that the unrestricted 
beams have proved fatal to thou- 
sands of motorists and pedestrains. 
The total of injured attributed 
to the same cause is estimated in 
millions. 

While the evils contributed by 
glare are too far reaching to 
gauged by rule of thumb its in- 
fluence is stressed in many mis- 
haps attrfbuted to more direct 
causes. This is indicated by the 
National Safety Council report 
that one in five among fatalities 
listed in the annual total of 8,- 
150,000 street and highway acci- 
dents is placed under the gen- 
= heading of vision obstruc- 
tion. 


Fatigue, impatience, lack of 
judgment and other insidious fac- 
tors that make for disasters are 
shown to be accentuated by daz- 
zle from car lamps, this is par- 
ticularly true on rural - routes 
where the death ratio is highest 
after nightfall. | 

Use of polarized glass has been 
offered as a glare antidote and 
its possibilities are being ex- 

lored by the automotive and al- 

ed industries. 

A report presented under the 
sponsorship of the National Bu- 
reau of Standards, U. S. Depart- 
ment of Commerce outlines pres- 
ent shortcomings of polarized 
products. The first of major dif- 
ficulties is attributed to low lumi- 
nous transmittance due to the dark 
colored lenses which would neces- 
sitate a several-fold increase of 
candlepower in the headlights. 
When this is accomplished, ac- 
cording to the report, a danger- 
ous situation would. be created in 
cases where motorists would be 
caught in the intensified light 
beam unprotected by a polarized 
windshield. 

Delay in universal adoption of 
polarized headlights ig described 
as an added peril. 

“The appearance of new cars 
with excessively bright headlight 
beams would be an extreme haz- 
ard to the drivers‘ with present 
day equipment and would, no 
doubt, result in a marked increase 
in night traffic-accidents for a 
number of years to come,” accord- 
ing to the report. 

The findings are based on the 
potential huge task of equipping 
about 44,000,000 motor vehicles 
now in service in this country.

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The Problem of Mobilization . 


Once the United States began all-out 
mobilization for World War II we encoun- 
tered the terrific problem of inertia in- 
herent in the necessary change-over of 
production. : 

Two slow years were to pass, both of 
them spent at top speed work, before we 
attained the peak output of our industrial 
strength. Until we did our ‘men and allies 
lacked sufficient weapons and goods. 

rise in production was phenomenal, 
but nevertheless, it was across a two-year 
period. From Pearl Harbor until the equi- 
valent period in 1943, plane production, .all 
types, rose from 19,000. to 85,000 a year; 
tanks, light, medium and heavy, from 3,500 
to 29,000 a year, naval ships, from 1,000 to 
18,000 a year, and so on in all fields of 
production. 

To accomplish that we had to apply 
controls in all phases of our economy. We 
had rationing of gas, certain foods, and 
price controls as well as fixes on wages 
and rents. 

Today, with the Korean crisis, and all 
the dread possibilities and warnings con- 
fronting us, the nation is face to face with 
the problem of what to do. Presently the 
armed forces take about $13 billion of the 
nation income of about $270 billion.

Only a | 
Temporary Setback 


The State Supreme Court has ruled 
that legislative approval must be obtained 
before county commissioners can employ 
private specialists to reappraise property 
for tax purposes. 

That is merely a temporary setback for 
the tax equalization program that has been 
gathering headway in Georgia in recent 
years. The obstacle can be removed at the 
next session of the General Assembly. 


Some counties, Fulton among them, 
contemplating hiring outside experts for 
reappraisal of property have obtained local 
legislation authorizing the _ procedure. 
Most have not. : 

The need for re-evaluation and equali- 
zation remains. Land in some counties is 
assessed at $1 per acre, while that in ad- 
joining counties may be assessed at $10 or 
$20 an acre. Almost as wide disparity is 
found in assessments of urban property. 
Too great a tax load is placed on some; too 
little on others. It is a situation that ought 
to be remedied. 


‘lax Assessors of the State are aware of 
the need but many of them are employed 
only for short periods each year and in ad- 
dition do not possess the expert knowledge 
necessary to conduct a thorough reapprais- 
al. Firms specializing in this work not only 
offer the necessary technical knowledge 
but, being outsiders, are immune to 
charges of partiality or politics. 

Passage of a local bill authorizing such 
a survey is a simple matter. Counties that 
want equalization ought to see that such a 
bill is offered at the January session of the 
Legislature.

On about the same day in Louisville, 
Ky., a three-year-old child was brutally 
attacked and murdered, by a sex maniac. 

We do not play up such stories. We 

refer not to discuss them. But we have 

n alarmed at the laxity of courts and 


probability of crisis elsewhere, and with 
the fear of possible direct Soviet aggres- 
sion a few years hence, the problém is— 
how much more of the national income 
shall we apply to military preparation— 
and will controls be needed? 


Controls will be needed if additional 
aggression comes, because we already have 
inflation. If the military is assigned an 
additional $6 to $8 billion it would also 
require greater shares of raw materials, 
steel, timber, steel, food, cotton, synthetic 
fibers, and so on. 

Unless there were controls the resultant 


bidding of civilian producers for what was . 


left of materials, and man power would 
send prices and wages into a frightening 
and disastorus spiral. 

We have a surplus of basic foods—that 
is helpful. At most we will have, in the 
beginning, a control over scarce commodi- 
ties and a hurry up on stockpiling of crit- 
ical metals. 


But, the people must be thinking about [4 


it. In a sense the extent: of controls is 
up to us. Certainly hoarding will hurry 
more controls than will be immediately 
necessary. It’s our country. Let’s act that 
way, and not as if we were individuals 
without any team-work responsibility.

We have urged that lawmakers pre- 
pare suitable legislation—based on that 
already at work in other States—so that 
sex-mad men may not be allowed free- 
dom but may be confined for life, or for 
suitable periods of treatment, as are drug 
addicts. We cannot forever go on allow- 
ing these dangerous killers, and worse, to 
run at large.

How Much 


From Tourists? 


There has been much exhortation to the 
effect that Georgia needs to attract more 
tourists. Figures from time to time show 
how much money tourists spend in the 
State, but more frequently than not they 
are generalized estimates and any partic- 
ular city or town has to guess at what its 
share might be. 

But in Perry, on Highway 41 in Hous- 
ton County, a recent survey gave a clear 
picture of tourist spending. 

There are 220 tourist court and hotel 
rooms at Perry. An average of 250 persons 
stop there each night in the year. The 
average price of a room is $2.50 per person. 
Dinner and breakfast add another $1.75 
to the total. 

From this necessary spending alone, 
Perry is enriched by a total of $387,812.50 
per year. This is augmented by inevitable 
spending of tourists for such things as 
gasoline, drugs and other items. 

It Would be a conservative estimate 
then, to conclude that tourists bring a 
minimum of $400,000 annually to Perry. 
For a city of approximately 2,500 that is 
sizable industry. And the significant part 
is that ngany other Georgia cities and 
towns can accomplish the same thing.

The Thing That 


Holds Russia Back 


WASHINGTON—No one can ever be sure of 
what is in the minds of the men of the Kremlin, 
but our top officials are still relying on the great 

advantage which we hold in atomic weapons to keep the Russians 
from intervening in the Korean war. Military men agree that it 
is the chief restraining influence against Russia becoming involved. 


Just what the situation is with respect to the atomic bomb is a 
closely guarded military secret, of course, shared only by the Presi- 
dent and a narrow circle of officials and the military command. 
Enough ‘is known, however, to give ample assurances of the vast 
superiority we hold over the Russians, even though we credit them 
with making steady progress since the first bomb was exploded 
more than a year ago. 


Half Dozen? At best the Russians are believed by sources 

competent to judge not to have more than a 
handful of the powerful bombs—perhaps five or six at the most. 
They may not have any. Some of our atomic scientists have ex- 
pressed doubt that they have been able to progress far enough to 
start building a stockpile. One tHing that points in this direction 
is that there has been no evidence of further atomic explosions be- 
hind the Iron Curtain since the first was announced by President 
Truman some time ago. It would be reasonable to suppose that, if 
théy had them, more would have been set off by way of experi- 
ment, 


But giving them full credit for mastering the secret, our offi- 
cials familiar with the technique of atomic developments are in- 
clined to believe that, at best, they have no more than a very few 
of the bombs, measured by the stockpile we have accumulated. 


As to what our own stockpile is, while the figure is not publicly 
known it is possible to make an intelligent guess. From various 
information that has been released on the subject, together with 
appropriations that have been granted for the purpose by Congress 
during the past five years, much can be put together. The number 
could run close to a thousand. Certainly it is logical to: suppose 
that it is well in excess of 500. The President has recently ordered 
that the whole program be speeded up. 


But accepting the lowest figure on the stockpile we have built 
up and the best estimates as to what the Russians have been able 
to do shows clearly enough the marked advantage we are supposed 
to hold. 


Incidentally, some members of the Joint Congressional Com- 
mittee on Atomic Energy, who are in close contact with the situa- 
tion, do not dispute the statement that our stockpile will run be- 
tween 500 and 1,000. They put it far closer to the latter figure. 


Whatever it is, the disparity is greatly in our favor. Under the 
circumstances it is illogical to assume that any country guided by 
sane men would provoke a war with us where the weight of arma- 
ments was so heavily on our side. 


The Crux This constitutes the real crux of the situation as 

seen by our military leaders. It is simply incon- 
ceivable to us that the Russians should allow themselves to become 
involved in a war with us while we hold the advantage we do in 
atomic bombs, the most powerful weapon of war yet devised. It 
just does not make sense. 


That is why our ranking officials maintain the inner calm they 
have shown over the Korean developments. The blood-and-thun- 
der rumblings that have come up from Moscow over our moving 
in to throw the Communist invaders out of South Korea have not 
impressed us too much. We are counting on our big stockpile of 
A-bombs to have the proper restraining effect. 


And so it is that the best belief of our higher echelon of offi- 
cials still is that the Russians will keep out of the mess directly. 
They may be expected to give the Communist bandits a lot of aid 
and support on the side, but avoid any action that would bring 
them directly into the conflict, with the consequence that World 


* War III would be upon us. 


The Russians, of course, have a huge standing army that would 
enable them to run roughshod over Europe and Asia any time they 
saw fit. It would take us some time to build up for the conflict, 
just as it did after Pearl Harbor. But once our forces were or- 
ganized and our atomic weapons were brought into play, it would 
be a far different story. The men of the Kremlin know this. That 
is why we are counting on them keeping out of the mess.

The Difference 


The Editors: With reference to the editorials 
reprinted in The Constitution on July 11, rel- 
ative to our County Unit System, I would like 
to compliment The Macon Telegraph for its ex- 
cellent and forceful article. Of course, there is 
no reasonable or honest excuse for the system, 
which probably accounts for the vituperative 
diatribes launched by its exponents against any 
who dare to speak out against it. 

However, I have heard and read, literally 
dozens of times, an argument in its favor which 
on its face seems plausible and which has un- 
doubtedly fooled many people; but as yet I do 
not recall reading the obvious refutation to that 
false argument. It is presented at least twice 
on your July 11 editorial pages. J. W. Vaughn, of 
Sylvester, asks rhetorically, “What is the dif- 
ference in the Unit System and the Electoral 
System?” meaning that there is no difference. 
Further, the reprinted editorial from the Carters- 
ville Tribune-News states in part, “The electoral 
college of the United States is made up on the 
exact principle under which the County Unit 
System in Georgia functions.” 

Certainly, these writers know that there is a 
tremendous difference in the two systems, that 
difference being that electoral college votes are 
allocated proportionately to the several States in 
accordance with their populations as of the most 
recent census, whereas under the County Unit 
System there is no allocation based on popula- 
tion. Under the former plan, if a State has the 
population, it has the electoral votes; under the 
latter, if a county has the population, it does 
not have the unit votes. At least the electoral 
college system does not deprive the voters in 
any State of the full value of their votes. It 
may or may not be the best system, but at 
least it is honest, which is more than can be 
said for our system of control by a negligible 
portion of our population. 

The Cartersville paper also remarks that “the 
Atlanta papers consistently manage to forget 
that the United States has done right well... 
with exactly the same number of Senators—two 
from each State.” This seems to me to be beside 
the point, but since they mention it, isn’t it con- 
venient for them to forget that each State’s 
representation in the House is based on its pro- 
portionate population? If we are not to have 
proportionate representation in our Georgia Leg- 
islature, why bother to have two bodies at all? 
The Senate is superfluous. 

At least I cannot be accused of sour grapes, 
as I live in Cobb County, which will have three 
representatives after this term. This will not be 
far out of line with the average population per 
representative for the State as a whole. 

I hope Jack Tarver or Leo Aikman will ex- 
pound on this subject in their most readable 
prose with regularity. Our only hope for correct- 
ing a sad situation lies in the fundamental hones- 
ty of all Georgia voters, who must be given an 
opportunity to know the whole truth before they 
can be expected to throw out this vicious travesty 
on democratic government.

is the Ferguson family milch cow and now that they are away, 
we have the use of Georgia. 


She is a grade milch type, about half Jersey 
Good Milker and half Guernsey, is gentle, of good conform- 
ation, easy to milk, and comes when she is called. Her only fault is 
that she does not like the herd bull and uses up lots of energy 
trying to root him off. the place. He is Hereford and her calf 
looks just like him and this seems to infuriate Mrs. Georgia. 

Anyway, the rains have been coming lately after a long period 
of no rains. The grass was almost burned up and it took quite 
a few downpours to overcome the effects of the drouth. But it 
is nice and green now and Georgia is bearing down more on the 
grass and less on the Hereford bull. 

Now here’s the gimmick, as the radio people say. Georgia is 
giving much more milk since the rains came on than before they 
came on.

SOMETHING NEW AFOOT 


Rug Makers Develop 
New Floor Covering 


By ANNE CAIN 


Fairy tales deal almost exclusively in velvet carpets 
underfoot to indicate good solid worth, but the American 
public, on whom rug manufacturers set their sights, have 
always preferred 100 per cent all wool carpeting, letting 
the high-water mark of the pile indicate the price per 


square yard. 

Rug manufacturers who know 
what the buying public wants 
and who are quite sincere in 


wanting to have it when the 
public asks for it, have been 
cognizant of the fact that for 
some time the price of all-wool 
carpets hds been edging up, 
ever so slightly. 

The reason for this is some- 
thing of an international situa- 
tion, tying in with international 
trade and the world food prob- 
lem. Getting wool for rugs is 
not simply a matter of finding 
a sheep. It must be a sheep born 
and bred in a climate not so 
agreeable as the temperate clim- 
ate found in most of the United 
States—but one where nature 
conditions the wool on the ani- 
mal’s back to resist extremes of 


heat and cold, which of course 
would mean longer, coaser, 
tougher wool, which in turn 
could resist the pacing and 
pounding our big American feet 
give to rugs. 

Unfortunately, in many of the 
sheep-raising countries food has 
become a more pressing and im- 
mediate problem than supplying 
rugs for our market, and the 
sheep who used to get his annual 
shearing for the wool business 
is terminating his career rather 
abruptly on the dinner table of 
a Chinese or Indian family. 

Rug manufacturers have had 
laboratories at work for a num- 
ber of years on the problem of 
producing something not to take 
the place of wool, or even to be 
just as good as, but to make a 
new floor covering, with a place 
of its own in the field of rug 
manufacture.

tween the sheep and science. It 
is a blend of wool and a chemi- 
cally produced fiber which has 
all the sturdiness and wearing 
quality of the all-wool fiber, 
plus a sheen and versatility of 
color peculiar to the test-tube 
product. 

Women who have come to 
treasure the chemist’s contribu- 
tion to glamorous feminine ap- 
parel, nylon, and modern house- 
hold furnishings, plastic, will re- 
ceive with open arms this rew 
product which has all the good 
qualities of nature’s handiwork, 
plus the advantages of man’s 
contrivances, namely, reliability 
of supply, and reasonable cost 
of production. 

Carpets executed in the new 
fiber are practically impossible 
to distinguish from their all- 


wool brothers, and are prom- 
ised to be just as resistant to 
soiling and wear. 

Manufacturers and distribu- 
tors are excited about this new 
development in their industry, 
and look toward the day when 
the something new afoot in rugs 
is entirely man-made. 

The manufacturers are partic- 
ularly anxious to emphasize that 
the new product is far past the 
experimental stage. Carpets 
made with the blended fiber 
have been tested by actual use 
over a period of years, and the 
carpets you will find in your 
stores are not experimental 
products, but merchandise which 
is offered in the certainty that 
it meets the needs of the public 
and supports the reputation of 
its manufacturer. Mohawk Mills, 
a firm over 100 years old, is of- 
fering the first line of blended 
fiber rugs to appear in Atlanta, 
which may be found in 
Davison’s.

When I told about this func- 
tion of thiamine 13 years ago 
there were then numerous re- 
ports in medical literature which 
warranted the belief that an 
adequate daily intake of vitamin 
B complex or just vitamin B-1 
(thiamine) aided the metabolism 
or utilization of carbohydrates 
(sugars and starches). 


Then a year later Williams 
and Spies in their book on vita- 
min B-1 (they were the first to 
synthesize thiamine) presented 
plenty of scientific evidence that 
“thiamine serves as a means of 
disposal of pyruvic acid and, in- 
directly, of lactic acid in the nor- 
mal carbohydrate metabolism.” 
If that is gibberish, never mind 
—at least it indicates that vita- 
min B-1 aids the metabolism or 
utilization of carbohydrates. 

I said 13 years ago and I re- 
peat with more assurance now 
that every doctor should see to 
it that every diabetic patient

two. For instance four out of 
five readers who have reported 
the insulinlike effect they en- 
joyed mentioned that the effect 
first became evident after seven 
to 10 weeks.
